RECOVERY ENEMY NUMBER I 
The Louisville Ctuirler Journal recently published .i 
cartoon showing a frightened figure of a man, labeled 
"Taxpayer," walking along a dark street. Lurking in 
doorways, preparing to spring upon him, were a num- 
ber of hold-up artists, mmed "Bureaucracy," "VX'aste." 
"Spt.'Ilsm.iF'," niij "IV!itic.il Expediency." 

That cartojn is not at all far-fetched. So far as the 
average citi/.cn ii coniierned, predatory taxation and c5- 



ficialdom Is Recovery Enemy Number I — no highway- 
men ever lived who could equal their depredations. 
They take money that would otherwise be invested — 
and thus stifle purchasing power. They take money 
Vfut would be spent for a thousand and one necessities 
and luxuries — and thus keep our commerce and trade in 
the doldrums. 

Today government — federal, state and local — takes 
about 30 per cent of the national income, and some au- 
thorities place the percentage much higher than that, 
tn other words, at least 30 cents out of every dollar 
you earn is not yours to spend. A great percentage of 
it goes to feed predatory tax caters and officialism, 
either directly, through income, property, license and 
similar taxes, or indirectly, through hidden taxes on the 
things you wear and eat and use. It is lost to produc- 
tive enterprise — to the businesses which provide jobs and 
opportunities for employment and investment, and 
which, if allowed to develop normally, would create 
new sources for taxation. 

If the present trend continues, it won't be long 
until that 30 per cent becomes 40, JO or 60 per cent. 
And when that time comes, we will all gradually be- 
come wards of government — private industry will have 
been literally starved to death, confiscated by taxation, 

and the tax-fed bureaucrat will reign supreme.

DRIVE FOR VOTES BEGINS 

The great drive for November votes is beginning — 
and both major parties are throwing themselves into the 
job of getting them with more force than they have 
shown for many years. 

The Republicans, who have been dormant for the 
last year and a half, arc emerging. Definite, reasoned 
opposition to tlur Roosevelt program is springing up. In 
a recent magazine article Senator Dickinson, who pro- 
posed Herbert Hoover at the convention which nom- 
inated him, made these definite criticisms of the present 
administration: That the Democratic party has been 
leading us toward a dictatorship; that its rate of expendi- 
ture of public funds, if continued, will result in national 
bankruptcy; that it is destroying individualism and pri- 
vate initiative; that a return to Republcan principles is 
essential to the preservation of the constitutional gov- 
ernment and our ancient traditions. Mr. Dickinson's 
points arc generally in coinpletc accord with those of 
Chairman Fletcher of the Republican Central Commit- 
tee. 

The Democratic party is not taking criticism *'Iying 
down," For example: Recently only two cabinet offi- 
cers — Hull of the State Department and Perkins of the 
Labor Departniet — were in Washington. The rest of 
them were about the country, making speeches and 
looking things over. Less important officials, such as 
sub-cabinet members, were likewise in far places, and it 
would have been hard to find a state not visited by some 
Administration official. Gist of the talks made by 
these men is that the New Deal, for the most part, has 
been successful; that we arc in the middle of the stream 
now and that changing horses would spell ruin; that if 
.Mr. Roosevelt Is permitted to carry on his policies, with 
full Congressional support, for two years more, he will 
succeed in bringing prosperity back. 

The ordinary voter is obviously in a difficult position 
when it comes to making up his mind. He has no 
means of knowing how much recovery has actually been 
achieved — almost all the reports he receives arc preju- 
diced in favor of one party or another. He Is aware 
that neither party is above doctoring the facts to prove a 
point; that when election time, rolls /round, political 
considerations are paramount. / ■ 

Most forecasts lead to the belief that tlic administra- 
tion has lost considerable ground, but that it will still 
maintain control of both houses of the Congress. Main 
reason for that is .\Ir. Roosevelt's personal popularity — 
it is thought that millions of people who are fundamen- 
,tally opposL'd to his policies will vote for him and for 
Democratic candidates because of his personal magnet- 
ism. It is a fact that sheer personality is one of the 
':re."*':>t .-: sets any public man can have — and the No- 
venbcr c!:ctions will show how potent Mr. Roosevelt's

There was real sorrow w^hen the dear 
little girl was taken and a little grave 
mode whore ho could see It at all 
times; there were no burying grounds 
then. 

There had been a school started 
about 1S47, In an old log-house direct- 
ly west of us.

ho, having a largo family, thought 
they should be In school, and. from 
that time until the spring of 1852, 
we had school some part of tho year, 
usually not more than three months. 
I was always glad to bo In school, 
and learned easily. -This school 
I house aUo served as a church, there 
being no other place; Methodist re- 
I vlval meetings were held hero and 
I were well . attended. I sometimes 
wonder that the roof lasted so well, 
for tho singing was loud and earnest.

There Is one Konoral rule that may 
be obsorvtid but need not be foUowod 
to tho letter. I^t the rouge follow 
the cheekbone up as far as tho torn* 
pie and Inward no nearer the nose 
than a point parallel with the pupU of 
tho eye. Your face may call for 
slight modulation In rouge placing 
strokes, it's to keep the rougo off 
the nild-cheek and further down, to 
keep it out and away rroni the nose 
that the general rule was conBtitutsi. 

Why not take an hour off Just for 
rouge practice? Have your removal 
cream (cleansing cream will do), 
your nice clean tissue rcmovor and 
settle down for a good hour's study. 
Try the rouge back and farther back 
toward the hair line, up along the 
check bone, up over the temple, back 
toward the cheek edge, high up. Wlpo 
It clean and ibegin again. Just patting 
dabs on no bigger than would come 
off a lipstick tip, then mold and mold 
\ the coloring Into tho skin until you 
^ot what looks tike a really natural 
flush. If It won't work smoothly 
enough, dip the finger tip In the 
cream first and then spread the color- 
' Ing. Often. this gives just that thin- 
ning out to the rougo that Is good. 
Shape of Face a Factor 
If your face Is very norrow, say, 
try widening It by using color a bU 
heavy on the outer cheek edges. Th» 
wider the white area In the middle of 
the face, the better. The full round 
face, naturally, would bo treated In 
reverse, the rouge would be brought 
In and the white area on the sides loft 
untouched. There arc a lot of tricks 
you can do with rouge when you get 
right down to business with your 
mirror and time for experimentation. 
Tho old trick of pinching the choeks 
for tho natural color and then getting 
rouge Uiat shade still stands as good 
as any for color choice. 

Now lot's give a little thought to 
tho eyes. In caring for the eyebrows 
you want to avoid that shaved line, 
as nothing gives such a hardened 
look to tho face. Tollow the natural 
curve of the brows and pluck out the 
unruly hairs. Brush with a tiny 
brush, first against the hairs, and 
then brush smooUily back Into place. 
If tinting will lnipro\*e them, use 
mascara or an eyebrow pencil, and 
If they slop rather abruptly you may 
t'ontlnue thom with the eye pencil, 
but let It tie very delicately. Eye 
shadow should be put on lightly, 
along the lower part of the lid, aud 
blended upward and out to the edge. 
It must be done evenly to achieve 
softness. t.ot the mascara you use 
match your lashes. Either liquid or 
t«iste may -bo used. Apply carefully, 
bnishlng the upper lashes upward 
and the lower lashes downward. 
Byos need never look tired or old 
with tho oxcellbut eye baths and lo* 
tlons available, which relievo strain. 
6UI eye makeup Is of no avail If tho 
eyes themselves are not rested and 
fresh Rooking.

Time Approaches for a 

"Fest" of Canning and 

Pickling 

Apples are always the foundation 
of next winter's supply of Jollies and 
preser^'es— there are so many ways 
In which apples may be used' to ad' 
vantage. Several recipes follow: 

Gingered Apples 

^ pound green ginger, scraped and 
cut small 

Juice and shroddcd rind of 4 or* 
anges and 3 lemons 

8 pounds «ugar 

3 cups water 

S pounds apples, weighted after 
paring and coring. 

Tie tho ginger root In cheesecloth 
and slmroar with the orange and 
lemon rind and water for one hour. 
Then add tho sugar, orange and lem- 
on Juice and cook until the sugar Is 
dissolved. X^it In tho apples, chopped 
cnarsoly, and cook vor>' gently for 
about 1^ hours. Take out the gin- 
ger root, turn Into small sterilized 
glasses and soal. 



Colorful or dainty 'salads, often 
"make" the appearance of one's din- 
ner table, providing the keynote for 
tho color harmony. However, many 
tt hostess' doy Is marred by her un- 
certainty as to where tho salad plate 
should bo placed. Should' It be to 
tho right or tho left of the Individual 
•ind what Is the position of tho sulad 
fork? 

The little word "It" with Its modi- 
fying results governs the position of 
the salad. 

If the hostess servos coffoe wiCli 
the main course of the dinner, natur- 
;itly enough, it would bo placed on tho 
right. Tho coffee being on tl»e right, 
there is no room for the salad, so It 
;b placed to tho loft of the dinner 
Plate. XT, however, coffco Is not 
served until later, the salad may feel 
puri'ectly at home occupying the po- 
tltlon on the right. 

There seem to ibe so many lostanc- 
cs when the rules of etiquette are 
made without any apparent reasoo 
for them, and we follow thom simply 
because we are told to. Dut this rule 
Aoout the salads docs seem to have 
■fume logic to It. 

Tho salad fork Is placed to the left 
of the dinner plate, next to tho din- 
nre fork, and Immediately at Its 
right

Stir constantly Avlth a wooden utensil 
made for tho purpose and lot cook 
four or five h'oUrs.' iXcTd 10 pounds 
of sugar and five ounce's of ground 
cinnamon and lot cook again until 
quite thick, ,6r until the mixture Is 
like marmalade. Turn Into sterilized 
glasses and seal. The wooden uten- 
sil used In stirring breaks up apples.

Mint Jelly 
2 quarts applo Jelly 

1 large bunch mint — about 40 stalks 
Green vegetable coloring — optional 

2 tablespoons lemon Juice. 

When tho apple Jelly la cooked to 
the Jollying point, add to It the mint 
which has been washed, dried In a 
cloth and tied together for easy re- 
moval from the Jelly. Allow to re- 
main In the Jolly for about three min- 
utes, pressing with a spoon to bruise 
tho leaves that their fragrance may 
bo extracted. Add tho coloring, If 
used, being careful not to overdo this. 
Stir In the lemon Juice and turn Into 
sterilized glasses, sealing as for any 
Jolly. Serve in place of mint sauce 
with roast Iamb or lamb chops. 

Rose Geranium Jelly — In place of 
the mlnt» use throe or four rose gO' 
ranlum leaves, extracting their flavor 
In the samo ways as tho mint.
